A Diabo ical Attempt te Kill Patti 
SAN FRANCISCO, February 9. 

A dramatic and sensational episode 
eccurred to-night at the Grand Opera 
House, where Adelina Patti was giv- 
ing her last concert of the season, and 
which was also announced as her last 
appearance in this city. The incident 
will tend to make her farew.ll per- 
formance here inemorable. 

At 10:20, after Patti had twice ap- 
peared in front of the curtain in re- 
sponse to recalls at the conclusion of 
the aria from ‘“‘Travista,’”’ and just as 
she had retired again to the wings, a 
tremendous explosion was clearly 
heard above the vociferous applause, 
and a cloud of smoke was seen to rise 
over the railing of the top galle: y. 
Iustantly every lorgnetite in the 
house was focussed on the portion of 
the house Where the exciting scene 
was transpiring, and a panic was im- 
minent. The people in the gallery 
were rushing about seeking the quick- 
est means of exit, and it was only by 
the self-possession of the newspaper 
men present in a box, coupled with 
that ofthe Diva, that a stampede of 
the entire house for outdoors was pre- 
vented, 

The newspaper men Were in the 
stage box, and quickly preceived that 
no serious result bad occurred, and 
that the danger was over. They com- 
municated by nods and motions to 
Patti, who was still in sight in the 
flies, to come before the curtain. She 
comprehended the situation, came 
forward quickly, and, giving thé cue 
to Arditi, began to sing ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home.”’ This hada charming 
effect on the audience, and though 
many left to ascertain the cause and 
effect of the unexpected punctuation 
to the performance, the concert was 
carried on to its conclusion, 

As soon as the location of the trouble 
could be learned, a policeman rushed 
to the scene and found a man witha 
badly burned face and hand moaning 
with agony, and the remains of an 
infernal machine about him. He was 
placed under arrest and conveyed to 
the Receiving Hospital, where he 
stated that he had stooped to pick up 
bis hat and cane and founda package 
under the seat, which he picked up, 
and that as he raised it to see what it 
was it exploded. 

Though he was badly burned about 
the face and hands, it is believed he 
received no serious injpries, No 
other person is known to be hurt. 

He gave his name as Dr, James 

Hodges, a dyspeptic specialist, bis res- 
idence as 4 Central place, and bis age 
as 71. 
Others, however, givea different and 
undoubtedly correct version of the af- 
fair. A lady who sat next him and 
narrowly escaped injury, states that 
during the evening he made a num- 
ber .of significant remarks which 
pointed clearly tv the purpose he later 
attempted to carry out. Among the 
observations which the lady distinctly 
remembered was: 
excellently to-night, but will never 
sing any more.’’ He was also heard 
to make uncomplimentary and re- 
vengeful allusionsto J. C. Flood and 
family, who were present in a box. 

At the Receiving Hospital, after his 
wounds were dressed, the Chief of 
Police attempted to make him com- 
mit himself, but was completely un- 
successful. He stontly maintained 
his innocence. The Chief of Police 
pronounces him a crank. 

The bomb was made of a can filled 
with powder, in the center of which 
was a bottle. The can was wrapped in 
pieces of cloth soaked in in flammable 
oil, and it is believed that the inten- 
fion was not only to kill Patti and 
those near the stage, but to set fire to 
the building. It was arranged to ex- 
pode by a number of friction matches 
which connected with a fuse inserted 
in the powder. 

The theory is that the fuse burned 
i vege Depa P panes crank, and the ex-

on Los Angeles street, upset a kero- 
sene lamp, which set the building on 
fire. The fire got under headway, 
destroying the office and printing 
material of the establishment, dam- 
agiug the building badly and destroy- 
ing another job printing establish- 
ment belonging to J. Templeton; also 
damaging the stock of Smith & 
Heffuer, the owners of the building, 
and a large amount of carriage mak- 
ing material belonging to them. The 
saloon of Bob Haines, beneath, was 
also damaged. Loss, $150,000; par- 
tially insured. 


Firemen Killed. 
SAN FRANCISCO, February 10, 

A fire broke out this morning at 619 
Post street, occupied as a Chinede 
laundry and Japanese fancy siore. It 
communicated to a residence adjoin- 
ing on the west.
